SHERBROOKE, Que., Aug. 27.—New 


York State was ruled out of court here 
teday in a dramatic preliminary skir- 
mish with lawyers for Harry K. Thaw, 
the Matteawan fugitive fighting deport- 
ation. Following this action further 
proceedings were put over until 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

Long before the resumption of the aft- 
ernoon session of the Superior Court, 


every seat in the courtroom was filled 
end many persons were standing. 
Supertor Judge Globansky, hearing 
arguments of Thaw’s counsel on a mo- 
tion to discontinue a writ of habeas 
corpus this morning, absolutely refused 
te entertain the objections of Hector 

Verret, representing New York. This 
Was greeted with a wild outburst of 
cheering by a thousand Canadian spec- 
tators. 

“Hooray for the British flag! Hoo- 
ray for Harry Thaw!” shrieked men 
and women standing on chairs waving 

' handkerchiefs,’ parasols and hats. 

Thaw arose and bowed three times 
like a stage star taking a curtain call 
before a sympathetic audience. His 

' ¢heeks were flushed, his big eyes shone, 
but he maintained his composure. 
During the scene In the courtroom, 
men and women struggling forward 
over chairs and benches to shake his 
‘hand; swept aside court attendants 
and uniformed "Dominion police, and 
swarmed up to the Judge's bench, but 
Thaw eluded them and slipped into 
the anterosom used as press headquar- 
ters. Ten minutes later he was on his 
way back to. the Sherbrooke jail. A 
great drowd on the courthouse steps 
cheered again as he descended.

TYPHOID PATENT 
~ BATHED IN POLS 


Dr. C. M. Woodruff. Health Of- 
ficial, So Finds in Investi- 
gating 64 Cases.

weeks and announced that in 18 per 


cent of the cases the patient frequently 


had bathed in public or private swim- 


ming pools. 


This is a much larger percentage than 
Statement given out 
Tuesday by Health Commissioner Stark- 
loff and based which devel- 
oped before those examined by Dr. 
Woodruff. Of cases examined 
earlier in the investigation, only 4 per 
cent were said be traceable to the 
pools. 

Of the 4 cases of typhoid which he 
examined Dr. Woodruff says that in 
42 per cent the patients’ visited the 
country or small towns and drank well 
or spring water. In 2% per cent of the 
cases they had been on river excursion 
boats. In the remaining 15 per cent 
of the cases the possible source of the 
disease was not traceable. 


Bacteria Like That of Typhoid. 

City Bacteriologist Harris said that the 
germs which he found in the water of 
the private and public swimming pools 
were not those of typhoid, but were the 
colon bacteria, which are similar to ty- 
phoid germs. These bacteria, he said, 
cause a disease often diagnosed as ty- 
phoid fever and equally dangerous. They 
also cause pink eye and eruptions on thie 
skin. 

Dr. Harris said last season a larg 
number of children who used the Soulard 
and the O'Fallon Park wading pools had 
akin erupticns.

At that time it was announced that a 
tent would be provided for Hartman, 
and that a separate cabin would be 
built in time for him to occupy it when 
cold weather comes. But the city has 
not yet got around to carry out anv of 
this program. ! 

. His Wife Read to Him. 

Hartman was quartered in one room 
of the three-room cabin, with an un- 
occupied room between him and Mon 
Wing. He showed no desire for the so- 
clety of the Chinese.

A small tent was sent to Hartman's 
quarters by a store which sells tents, 
Mrs. Hartman said, and he had been 
using’ that, but it was too small for com- 
fort and his quarters were cramped. 

Mrs. Hartman said that since her hus- 
band had been sent to quarantine she 
has been bothered almost daily with 
visits and letters |from fortune tellers 
and clairvoyants ne offer for various 
sums of money to give her charms with 
which Hartman n be cured. 

Mrs. Hartman has visited her hus- 
band frequently at quarantine and has 
read to him. The Health Department 
authorities have told her she could not 
go to the cabin to live unless she were 
willing to remain there, perhaps for the

ernment has done and should seek to do in fulfillment of its obliga- 
tions to Mexico herself, as a friend and neighbor, and to American citi- 
zens whose lives and vital interests are daily affected by the distressing 
conditions which now obtain beyond our Southern border. 

Those conditions touch us very nearly. Not merely because they 
lie at our very doors. That. of course, makes us more vividly and more 
constahtly conscious of them and every instinct of neighborly interest 
and sympathy is aroused and quickened by them; but that is only one 
element in the determination of our duty. We are glad to call our- 


gelves the friends of Mexico, and we shall, I hope, have many an occa- 
_ gion, in the happier times as well as in these days of trouble and con- 


fusion, to show that our friendship is genuine and disinterested, capable 
of sacrifice and every generous manifestation.

No Reason for Declining. 


“Taking all the existing conditions into consideration the Gov- 
ernment of the United States can conceive of no reason sufficient to 
justify those who are now attempting to shape the policy or exercise 
the authority of Mexico in declining the offices of friendship thus 
offered. Can Mexico give the civilized world a satisfactory reason for 
rejecting our good offices? If Mexico can suggest any better Way in 
which to show our friendship, serve the people of Mexico, and meet our 
international obligations, we are more than willing to consider the 
suggestion.” 

Mr. Lind executed his delicate and difficult mission with singular 
tact, firmness and good judgment and made clear to the authorities at 
the City of Mexico not only the purpose of his visit, but also the spirit 
in which it had been undertaken. But the proposals were rejected in 
in a note, the full text of which I take the liberty of laying before you. 

[ am led to believe that they were rejected partly because the 
authorities at Mexico City had been grossly misinformed and misled 
upon two points. They did not realize the spirit of the American peo- 
ple in this matter, their earnest friendliness and yet sober deter- 
mination that some just solution for the Mexican difficulties should be 
Feached, and they did not believe that the present administration 
spoke, through Mr. Lind, for the people of the United States. The 
effect of this unfortunate misunderstanding on their part is to leave 
them singularly isolated and without friends who can effectually aid 
them. So long as the misunderstanding continues we can only await 
the time of their awakening to a realization of the actual facts. We 
can not thrust our good offices upon them; the situation must be given 
a little more time to work itself out in the new circumstances: and 
I believe that only a little while will be necessary. For the circum- 
stances are new. The rejection of our friendship makes them new 
and will inevitably bring its own alterations in the whole aspect of 
affairs.

That Lind left the capital perhaps a 
day or two before Washington exvect- 
ed him to do so is indicated by the 
arrival here of W. W. Canada. Consul 
at Vera Cruz, on orders from the State 
Department to meet and accompany 
Lind to Vera Cruz. The envoy alreadr 
had left, however, when Consu§f Can- 
ada reached Mexico City. 


Fereign Office Statement. 
The following statement was issued 


at the Foreign Office last night: ~* 

“In order to calm the natural anxi- 
ety of the public occasioned by the ne- 
gotiations which ‘have been carried on 
with Mr. Lind, the confidential agent 
of President Wilson. Senor Gamboa de- 
clares that up to the present there is 
no reason for alarm. 

“Since the beginning. Mexico has 
tried to maintain a conciliatory att» 
tude, although at the same time, a dig- 
nified one. and if the President of the 
United States considers it opportune ‘> 
submit to Congress the status af the 
negotiations, then Mexico is relieved 
from the tacit agreement, and from the 
customs observed in negotiations of this 
class, not to give premature publicity 
and will hasten then, and only then, 
to make public in their entirety all the 
documents which have been received 
or which may be received at that date. 

“The situation is far from being des- 
perate. It can only be called serious, 
and for this reason it is desirable that 
the public should be discreet and re- 
served, since this is the best manner 
in which they can aid the Govern- 
ment.”’

The abdomen has also healed 
and is in fine condition, with every pros- 
pect of becoming as good as ever. 

Dr. William H. Lawrence Jr., surgeon 


_ {mn charge at Overlook Hospital, Summit, 


performed the operation. He made an 
aperture in the abdominal wall and in- 
closed the forearm in it, binding it firm- 
ly so that the tissue as well as the 
skin might become attached to the 
wounded arm. By the time tissue ad- 
hesion was assured, the edge of the 
abdominal wound had partially knitted 
together.

When rémoved, the arm carried a cov- 
ering of skin around the contribution of 
the abdomen to the forearm.

lashed within the abdominal pocket, it 
remained immovable. Walters had to 
lie with his arm thus encased more than 
a fortnight.

BANKERS STUDY 


FARM NEEDS 10 
AD PRODUCERS 


Speakers at Association Session 
Praise Movement for Scientific 
County Advisers. 


By Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 27.—Bank- 
ers, the men who handle the country’s 
wealth, and farmers, the great producers 
of it, have put their heads together and 
now are co-operating in a fight to re- 
duce ghe cost of living through improve- 
ment of farm “conditions, according to 
speakers who addressed the third an- 
nual meeting of the Committee on Ag- 
ticultural Development and Education of 
the American Bankers’ Association 
here. Stress was laid at the session 
upon the movements for rural high 
| schools and for scientific county advisers 
for the farmers. 

“When Germany, with its intensive 
farming methods, produces nine times 
as much rys as the United States and 
beats us in a similar ratio in a half doz- 
en other farm products, although her 
erea is only abou’ that of Minnesota, 
Iowa and Missouri, it is time that this 
country turn its attention to the prob- 
lem of efficiency in agriculture, that 
greatest producing agency in the world.” 

Banker Aims to Help. 

This statement was made by Joseph 
Chapman of Minneapolis, chairman v2 
the meeting. He announced that the 
bankers’ idea in delving into farm con- 
ditions was not to teach the farmer 
how to run his farm, but to brine him 
in touch with knowledge that would 
improve vastly his old methods of run- 
ning it. 

John Fields of Oklahoma City. edi- 
tor of the Oklahoma Farmer, in an 
earnest appeal for rural high schools, 
said the key to the whole question o% 
better farm conditions was the im- 
provement of the rural school. 

“This back to the farm talk as put 
forward is tommyrot,” declared Fields. 
“So long as educational facilities are 
centered in the town, while the farm- 
ers’ children get their inadequate sma*- 
tering of education in an afterthought 
of a schoolhouse, a one-roomed shack 
with an irresponsible teacher, so long 
will the self-respecting farmer as soon 
as he is able to take his family to 
town to give them the cultural oppor- 
tunities that were denied him.” 

Geed Roads Big Facter. 

Good roads as another important fac- 
tor of the farm improvement movement 
was the point emphasized by William: 
G. Edens, a Chicago banker, secre- 
tary of the Agricultural Committee «+f 
the Illinois Bankers’ Association, in his 
address. Edens said if the two “road 
days” observed in Missouri last week 
by proclamation of Gov. Major proved 
upoa final investigation to have been 
the vast success reported, he would urge 
that Illinois make a similar move to 
stir up road enthusiasm. 

“Improved highways mean larger 
schools and better attendance, better 
health and quicker medical attention, 
better crops and cheaper transporta- 
tion, better economic conditions, better 
church attendance and better citizens,’’ 
he said. ““‘They mean better postal serv- 
ice and closer friends, better business 
and more consumers, better industries 
and more employment.” 

Farm Demonstration. 

What scientific farm demonstration 
and co-operation among farmers had 
done for North Dakota was explained 
in a report by Thomas Cooper, manager 
of the Better Farming Association of 
North Dakota. He said: 

“We found that experiment stations 
in many instances are not accessible to 
many of the farmers or not applicable 
to individual conditions. Our associa- 
tion carries the demonstration to the 
individual farmer and works it out on 
his own land. Averages computed on 
the farms of the 2346 farmers who co- 
operated with us last year show that 
their yield of corn was 12 bushels per 
acre more than before the demonstra- 
tion methods and their yield of oats 4.7 
bushels more.”

Oklahoman, on Suaednted Em- 
bezzlement Sentence, Broke 
Promise to Quit Drinking. 

MUSEOGEE, Ok., Aug. 7.-—C. L. 
Torr of this city, who voluntarily puc 
himself in state prison, today was rec- 
ommended to the State Pardon Board 
for a pardon by Judge R. C. Allen, whe 
tried his case. 

Torr, a respected citizen, became guar 
dian for several Indian minors. Toor 
took to drinking and high living. i:e 
became short in his accounts and was 
convicted of embezzlement. He was 
sentenced to @ year in prison and ap- 
pealed. Judge Allen tokd Torr that if 
he would quit drinking he would sus- 
pend the sentence. Torr premised. 

A few weeks later Torr again in- 
duiged in liquor. When sober, he or- 
dered his attorneys to dismiss his ap- 
peal and delivered himself to the war- 
den of the penigentiary.

FRIEND WHO TELLS OF BUYING POISON:

Patch reporter that Mrs. Myrtle B. Neff | 
of 929 South Eighteenth street, wno died | 


Sunday night after eating chicken dum- 
plings in which arsenic had been placed. 
had been down-hearted for several days, 
and had talked of ending her life. 

This was the latest of three accounts 
given by Mrs. McWilliams of the in- 
cidents leading to the fatality. Mrs. Mc- 
Williams, a boarder, who made the 
dumplings and ate one of them, was 
made ill, as were Mrs. Neff's husband, 
Harry Neff, and another boarder, Les 
Trimble. They are recovering. 

Mrs. McWilliams said Tuesday that 
whe made the dumplings, and that when 
she lacked baking powder, Mrs. Neff 
supplied a quantity of what she de- 
clared to be baking powder, from a 
bluish paper. The paper, she said, later 
Was burned. 

Admits Buying Poison. 

Later, when a policeman visited her 
f@nd told her that the city chemist had 
found arsenic in the left-over dump: 
lings, Mrs. McWilliams wept and said 
she had purchased 15 cents worth of 
powdered arsenic, at Mrs. Neff's re- 
quest, last Wednesdgy or Thursday 
night. She said Mrs. Neff had read in 
m Chicago paper that arsenic was sure 
@Geath to bedbugs. After getting the 
arsenic, Mrs. McWilliams said, she 
used a part of it, and gave the rest, 
about two tablespoonfuls, to Mrs. Neff. 
it was in a bluish paper, without a 
label, she said. 

She then repeated her story about 
the making of the dumplings, and said 
it did not occur to her, at the time, 
that the powder, which Mrs. Neff of- 
fered as baking powder, might be the 
arsenic. She said Mrs. Neff herself 
poured the powder into the mixture, 
“Are you sure 


that’s baking powder?’ Mrs. Neff said 


‘she was sure. 


Harry Neff, when told of these state- 
nents, said he was in an adjoining room, 
and that he heard no remark about 
baking powder. He also said there had 
been no baking powder in the house ex- 
cept what was in one can—the can in 
Which Mrs. McWilliams said she found 
about one-half what she’ needed. 


“Sing Nation te End All.” 
When Mrs McWilliams was tcld what 


Neff had said. she declared: 

“If there was any design about this 
matter—and I do not say there was— 
that design was on the part of Mrs. 
Neff. Last Friday she told me she had 
a notion to ‘end it all,’ because of do- 
mestic burdens. Sunday she seemed blue 
all afternoon, and when I agked her the 
seid: ‘Oh, nothing, nothing.’ 
After she knew that she Was poisoned, 
she shim indifference to her fate, and 
when ge Suggested that she take soda as 
enh emergency remedy, she said, ‘Oh, let 
me alone.’ ” 

A warrant was issued against 
Charles J. Wachtél, druggist at 
Eighteenth street and Chouteau ave- 
nue, on the charge that he sold the 
arsenic to Mrs: McWilliams without 
registering it, as the law requires. 
He explained to poticemen that he 
had known Mrs. McWilliams for two 
years, and that he believed she meant 
to use the poison for bugs, so that 
he did not take the trouble to regis- 
ter the sale. The offense is 12 mis- 
demeanor, punishable by fine in the 
Court of Criminal Correction. 

In sélling her the poison, Mrs. Mc- 
Williams said, Wachtel warned her 
not to let her baby or Mrs. Neff's 
baby geet hold of it. She said Mrs. 
Neff told her to sey nothing to Neff 
about the purchase of the arsenic, 
as she wished to surprise him bry 
killing the insects. 

Mrs. McWilliams suffered a relapse 
and is very weak, but 
physicians say she will recover. She 
said she was not hungry at the time of 
Sunday night's feast and ate onlv 
one @umpling. This, she said, had a 
bitter taste. 

Neff, when told of Mrs. McWilliams’ 
story, with its implication that he and 
his wife was tired of domestic burdens, 
denied that they had had any quarrel. 
“She never talked about killing her- 
self,” he said. “She wasn’t that kind. 
She watched the penuchle game at the 


-jouse Sunday afternoon, and was jolly 


as could be.”’ 

Trimble said he had known of no 
trouble between the Neffs, and that 
Neff had not been drinking with 
him. He said he saw no indication 
of the use of arsenic in his room. 
and was surprised to hear it said 
thet any had been taken into the 
house with Mrs. Neff’s knowledge.

Any man with red bicod tn his veins, who is 
coached around golf links omce. with the 
clubs in his hands, becomes a player at golf. To 
become a golf player is a different proposition 
The latter creates himself. I have noticed scores 
of beginners on the course, all beginning wrong. 
and none of the books by Vardon, Travers and 
others start the player right. : 

If a man is to learn the violin, he does not try 
frst to play the Beethoven Concerto. He prac- 
tices the rudiments, the scales, with the utmost 
persistence. In golf, the beginner always tries 
to drive the bell in a hole 390 yards away, with 
the long awkward driver, when he cannot, once 
In 20 times, put the ball in the hole three yards 
away with the short. simple putter. The begin- 
ning should be putting 

With the putter in hand, place a ball one foot 
from the hole: swing the putter back four to six 
inches. Then with an easy stroke sweep the ball 
in the hole, following !t straight along the line 
to the hole fully six inches. Then place two balls. 
two feet from the hole and sweep them in. If 
you fail, try over until you are certain at it. 
Then place three balls three feet from the hole 
and practice until you can put them in un- 
fallingiy. Then four balis, four feet from the 
hole—six feet—eight feet—10 feet, and practice 
until you are dead sure on the hole, In every 
stroke sweeping the club, along after contact, 
nine tnches or so @irectly in the line to the 
hole. Then extend the distance to the edge and 
corners of the green. An hour a Gay at this, for 
a week. will make you a kind of a putter. Then 
take the midiron and play four balls, 30 feet 
from the hole for approach, until you acquire @ 
stroke and reasonable nearness to the hole. In 
every stroke sweeping the club along after hit- 
ting the ball, nine inches or so, straight along 
the line to the hole.
